GM, Chrysler, 
Ford Present 
Proposals 


DETROIT (AP) — A wide 
range 
of 
economic 
improve­ 
ments, including higher wages, 
larger pensions and earlier re 
tinemerrt, wrere offered the Unit­ 
ed Auto Workers today by the 
industry’s Big Three — General 
Motors. Ford and Chrysler. 
For these, the companies pro­ 
posed 3-year contracts to re­ 
place similar ones expiring two 
weeks from today. 
There was no comment from 
union sources, 
pending 
study, 
but UAW President Walter P. 
Reirther 
forecast 
beforehand 
the offers “will not be realis­ 
tic.” 
Increased vacation and holi­ 
day pay also were offered by 
the automakers, along with a 
proposal to refund the tuition of 
any employes furthering

The offers,

rately, virtuaEy paraded each 
other, as company proposals 
did in 1961.

President Jam es R. Hoffa was' 
sentenced today to five years in 
prison to be served after an 
eight-year term given him in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 
The Chicago sentence, four 
concurrent five-year terms, and 
a $10,000 fine was assessed fo ri 
fraud in obtaining large loans 
from the union’s multi million- 
dollar pension fund. 
Before Judge Richardson Aus­ 
tin sentenced Hoffa, he asked: 
“Has the defendant anything to 
say?” 
Hoffa, standing next to his at­ 
torney, Maurice Wralsh, replied: 
“Not at all, your honor. The 
record speaks for itself.* 
Walsh then asked the judge 
to consider Hoffa’s service to 
labor, to communities and the 
citizenry and that he was un­ 
der sentence in Chattanooga in 
another case brought by the fed­ 
eral government. He asked that 
“if any sentence is meted out 
here” it be concurrent with the 
Chattanooga sentencing. 
Austin replied: 
“This 
court 
feels 
that 
the 
sound of the clang of a jail­ 
house door has a salutary ef­ 
fect on defendants and other 
citizens.” 
Hoffa, 51, was sentenced to 
eight years in a federal peni­ 
tentiary 
earlier 
this year in 
Chattanooga for tampering with 
a jury in Nashville. That penal­ 
ty is under appeal. 
He and six codefendants were 
convicted 
of 
conspiracy 
and 
fraud by a U.S. District Court 
jury in Chicago July 26. 
The prosecution charged Hof­ 
fa and his associates employed 
misrepresentation in 
obtaining 
a total of $25 million in loans 
from the S280-million Teamsters 
pension fund and received in 
kickbacks a total of $1.7 mil­ 
lion. 
The government charged the 
defendants 
set 
up 
the 
loan 
scheme to bail out Hoffa’s in­ 
terest in a housing project in 
Florida.

Steel Output 
Record Seen 


Late Purchases 
For Autos Cited 


CLEVELAND (AP) _ Auto 
makers will buy a lot more steel 
in the final months of this year 
than they did in the latter part 
of 1963, sparking the steel in­ 
dustry to a record tonnage of 
raw steel production, Steel mag­ 
azine said today. 
Shipments of finished steel this 
year will reach 81.5 million tons, 
the weekly journal of metalwork­ 
ing predicted. That total was ex­ 
ceeded only twice—in 1955 when 
84.7 
million 
tons 
of I inshed 
steel were shipped and in 1956 
when the total was 83.3 million 
tons. 
Automakers don’t have large 
inventories to draw on and will 
have to buy as much steel as 
they consume, Steel said. The 
result will be second-half ship­ 
ments as much as 20 per cent 
higher than in 1963, even if auto 
production is no higher than it 
. was then, the magazine explain­ 
ed. 
The industry produced 2,325,- 
000 tons of ingots last week and 
a slightly higher output is ex­ 
pected for the week ending Aug. 
22. Operations are at an annual 
rate of 121 million tons, com­ 
pared with the industry’s 1955 
record of 117,036.085 tons. Dur­ 
ing the first half of this year the 
industry operated at an annual 
rae of 122.5 million tons. 
Steel's composite price on No. 
1 heavy melting grade scrap 
held at $38.17 a ton during the 
week ended Aug. 12.

the identity passes carried by 
thousands of female employes. 
The fair is following the ex­ 
ample set recently by quite a

country, especially motor 
ve­ 
hicles departments. Recogniz­ 
ing that almost 
half 
of 
all 
women drivers tint their tresses 
and that the color listed on the 
license is often different from 
her “current” hair color, half 
a dozen states have eliminated 
this information from identifi­ 
cation forms. Similar steps are 
being considered in a

of other states.

Babies born in both 
1962 and 
1963 
n u m be re d a b o u t 100,000 fewer than 
in the preceding year, and 1964 is well 
on the w ay toward a sim ilar reduction. 
The question is why? 
Times are prosperous, as the gov ern­ 
m ent reminds the populace between es­ 
pousals of pov erty program s, the m a r ­ 
riage rate is rising, and an increasing 
n um ber of women enter the child-bear­ 
ing ages. These factors should add up to 
a bum per crop of babies, but they don’t. 
Probably no one circum stance is res­ 
ponsible for the 
c o n t r a r y trend in 
births, but one generally giv en credence 
by physicians is that the m ore affluent 
society b e c o m e s , the less tendency 
there is toward large families because 
of the g re a te r choice of uses for money. 
Any child with the m ental capacity 
can get a college education today, if he 
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can raise the money. The high cost of 
education has caused m any parents to 
adopt family planning as a way of life. 
There are other w ays in which pa r­ 
ents went to help their children dev elop 
useful liv es, rn addition to adequate edu­ 
cation, and they are 
dev oting 
m ore 
time and money to them. 
In its declining birth rate, the United 
States is alm ost unique am ong the m a -' 
jor nations of the world. The population 
grow th seem s to be accelerating g e o -: 
m etrically in some of the m ore crowd­ 
ed countries, like India and C h i n a r 
and it is in an almost continuous up­ 
w ard cycle in most other areas. 
C om pared with m a n y parts of t h e 
world, the United States cannot be des­ 
cribed as suffering from population con­ 
gestion except in some of its larger 
cities. Yet births recorded in M arch of 
this year were the lowest since 1955, 
and the April birth rate showed a 2 per 
cent decline from one ye a r ago. 
Howev er, the statistics m a y confound 
population experts, the trend — if con­ 
tinued — will hav e widening repercus 
sions in the v ears ahead.

AP Business News Analy st 
NEW YORK (AP) — Stock 
prices hav e regained almost ail 
the ground lost in their flight 
from the guns of August — the 
guns off and along the coast of 
North Viet Nam.

Fem inine custom ers are highly sus­ 
ceptible to “hot tips,” are likely to be­ 
come attached to certain stocks, and of­ 
ten buy stocks b e c a u s e they like the 
consum er product the com pany m akes. 
And they expect a m uch bigger return 
than men do.

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Birth Rate Declines 


Population 
experts discussed long 
and fretfully the war baby boom and its 
impact on the economy, schools, food 
and 
suburbia. 
But 
they have been 
strangely silent about the decline in 
births in the United States rn the last 
two years. 
Babies born in both 1962 and 1963 
numbered a b o u t 100,000 fewer than 
in the preceding year, and 1964 is well 
on the way toward a similar reduction. 
The question is why? 
Times are prosperous, as the govern­ 
ment reminds the populace between es­ 
pousals of poverty programs, the m ar­ 
riage rate is rising, and an increasing 
number of women enter the child-bear­ 
ing ages. These factors should add up to 
a bumper crop of babies, but they don’t. 
Probably no one circumstance is res­ 
ponsible for the c o n t r a r y trend in 
births, but one generally given credence 
by physicians is that the more affluent 
society b e c o m e s , the less tendency 
there is toward large families because 
of the greater choice of uses for money. 
Any child with the mental capacity 
can get a college education today, if he

can raise the money. The high cost of 
education has caused many parents to 
adopt family planning as a way of life. 
There are other ways in which par­ 
ents went to help their children develop 
useful lives, in addition to adequate edu­ 
cation, and they are devoting more 
time and money to them. 
In its declining birth rate, the United 
States is almost unique among the ma-1 
jor nations of the world. The population 
growth seems to be accelerating geo­ 
metrically in some of the more crowd­ 
ed countries, like India and C h i n a , 
and it is in an almost continuous up­ 
ward cycle in most other areas. 
Compared with many parts of t h e 
world, the United States cannot be des­ 
cribed as suffering from population con­ 
gestion except in some of its larger 
cities. Yet births recorded in March of 
this year were the lowest since 1955, 
and the April birth rate showed a 2 per 
cent decline from one year ago. 
However, the statistics may confound 
population experts, the trend — if con­ 
tinued — will have widening repercus­ 
sions in the years ahead.

They 
appear to have practically no concern 
about how a company is managed. 
Brokers also disclose that women 
generally leave the investment deci­ 


sions to men. And the wealthier the 
women stockholders are the less they 
want to know about the stocks bought 
for them. 
Possibly it is because women do n o t; 
want to be bothered with their invest­ 
ments that they generally are more 
conservative in their ventures than 
men. But brokers say that when they 
do gamble in the stock market they go j 
all out. 
Feminine customers are highly sus­ 
ceptible to “hot tips,” are likely to be­ 
come attached to certain stocks, and of­ 
ten buy stocks b e c a u s e they like the 
consumer product the company makes. 
And they expect a much bigger return 
than men do. 
Well, a company desirous of avoiding 
female domination can do it by keep­ 
ing up its dividends.
